It Is Thonicht Japan Was Tempted 
Intp Acquiescence in Return For 
Conoevsions Made in Core*.

Washington, Oct. 30. — Diplomats 
here say the cable from St. Petersburg 
tolUag of Ruaala's reoccupatlon of Muk- 
d«B tedhmtoa an ngreoment - batween 
HtMrfn and Japan by which the for- 
Bor la to have free swing in Man- 
churia Ro far as Japan Is concerned. 

Mr. Kagora Takahira, the .Japanese 
miniater, said Thursday night that be 
had road tho cablegram with deep in* 
toreat, but waa atlll without conflnna* 
^tion. Tho miniater aeomed to be more 
hopeful of a aatisfactory conclusion of 
the Tokio negotiations but said posi- 
tively that he had not been advised 
that any agreement had been reach- 
ed. Nor would he comment on the 
charge that Japan had been tempted 
by Ruaaia into acquiescence in the !at- 
Iter's occupation of Manchuria in re- 
turn for concessions in Corea. 

Mr. Takahira thought it possible 
that the reoccupatlon of Mukden was 
ineceasitated by a movement of Rus- 
jaian troopa and that tho occupation 
jwould not be for long. He pointed nut 
jthat Russia had agreed to tho opening 
of Muliiicn to the world's coninicrce 
and said he did not think it necessary 
for Russian troops to remain there to 
carry out tbia promise. European dip- 
lomats say that the reports of a tri 
partite understandinR l)rtV.'cen Rns- 
sia, riorniany and Jaiian for tlio man- 
agem( nt of affairs in the far east are 
of far reaching international signifl- 
cance. but it la declared no offlcial 
nowa has been neeived by them on 
ithb subject. '

Just before 12 o'clock lire was dis- 
covered on the second floor of the 
building, and »n effort was made to 
rescue Julian, but when members of 
the fire dcpnriment reached his room 
he waa dead, having been suffocated 
by smok«. 

The fire is supposed to have started 
from a stove. Damage to the build- 
ing, furniture and books will not ex- 
ceed 1500. 

W. H. Julian waa a brother of ira 
Julian, who was a candidate for the 
nomination for attorney general at the 
recent democratic primaries. The lat- 
ter had been rooming with him until 
a short time ago, when he removed to 
the home of a relative on account of 
hia health.

Chief, Sends a Messsge to Salva- 
tionists Throughout the World 
Conedmlng Her Dtmlae. 

Kansas City. Mo., Oct 80.— Mrs. Em- 
ma Booth-Tucker, second daughter of 
Oen. William Booth, head of the Salva- 
tion army, was almost Instantly killed 
in a wreck on the main line of the 
Santa fe. near Dean Lake. Her body 
waa terribly cruahed, and ahe died an 
hour after being taken from the de- 
bris. Fourteen other passengers were 
injured, three probably fatally. 

With the wounded, Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker's body was taken to Marceline 
and shipped from that point to Chi- 
cago, where her huaband awaita It. 

Ool. T. C. Holland, an officer in the 
Salvation army, was found near where 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker was picked up. His 
injuries will prove fatal. 

Mrs. Booth-Tucker waa . on her way 
from a visit to the army bum colony 
at Amity, Col., to Chicago, where she 
expected to meet her husband. 

Among the injured are Mrs. L. N. 
Kirk and two children and Mrs. Ella 
Kirk, all of New Castle, ind. 

The Salvation army citadel at 6 
o'clock received a telegram from Fbrt 
.Madison, la., saying Col. Holland 
could live only a few minutes. 

Loii.luii, ()( f. Gon. Wni. Booth, 

commander in-chief of tho Salvation 
army, has sent the following message 
to Salvationists throughout the world 
concerning the tragic death of hia 
daughter, Mrs. Booth-Tucker: 

"I am suddenly prostrated with grief 
In the prosonce of what appears at the 
moment to be an Indescribable calam- 
ity and an unfathomable mystery. I 
can only look up and say to my Heav- 
enly Father. 'Thy will be done.* 

"My daughter waa. after her mother, 
first among the many noble and con- 
secrated Women I have Ix rn ijormit- 
ted to know during the 50 years of ray 
public life. Her loss Is irreparable, 
but so much more need Is there for 
me. for you and for oa all to go on 
with our work for God and the bless- 
ing of our fellow men. This, however 
my heart may bleed. Is my purixjse so 
long as He may be pleased to prolong 
my life. 

"The blow will fall with intenae se- 
verity upon Commander Booth-Tucker 

and on my offlcers and soldiers in Am- 
erica, for whom my daughter has 
fought and tolled so long. In the 
midst of my own sorrow my heart 
goes up to God on their behalf. Pray 
for them. Meanwhile. I am trusting 
for strength to go on with my own du- 
ties nnd jjraying that our great agency 
of alli'viatin'; the sorrows of tbe suf- 
fering world may not be hindered by 
this visitation."

New York, Oct. 30.— The coroner's 
office was notified Thursday night of 
the death of Mrs. Beatrice Sire, 26 
years old, the wife of Albert I. Sire, 
member of tbe well-known family of 
that name. The case was reported as 
one of carbolic add poisoning, and it 
was explained that the acid had been 
taken in mistake for medicine. Clar- 
ence Sire, apeaking for the family, de- 
clared that there was absolutely no 
truth la the report that It was a caae 
of carbolic acid poisoning. He said 
Mrs. Sire had been lit for some time 
and bad died of heart disease. Mrs. 
Bire formerly was Miss Baatrtca A. 
Cook, of San Ftanclsco. 

The Sire family are known chiefly 
by their theatrical connections. Thsgr 
were at one time proprietora of the 
New York theater and at proaeat owa 
the Bijou theater.

tliis asso< iation and ff>deratlng them 
with the association. 

Seventh— To establish a bureau of 
education for the publication and dis- 
tribution of literature tending to JTos* 

ter the objects of the assf)claf ion.
